WASHINGTON, July 8—Gov- 
ernment supervision of the an- 
thracite coal industry to a de- 
gree sufficient to insure individ- 
ual and corporate responsibility to 
the public is made in the — of 
the United States Coal Commis- 
sion made public today. 

While the present report deals 
only with the anthracite industry, 
it is indicated that more definite 
and possibly more far-reaching 
recommendations, applicable also 
to the bituminous industry, will be 
made in the final report in Septem- 


r. 
The commission opposes — 
ernment ownership of coal es. 
It lays down the principle, how- 
ever, that coal is as much a pub- 
lic necessity as gas, street railway 
service, or any other service or 
commodity that has been brought 
under public regulation. It is de- 
clared that there should be no se- 
cretsa from the public relative to 
mining costa, profits, salaries, 
wages or corporate relations. To 
this end it is proposed that a gov- 
ernmenta! authority be established 
with power to require financia! and 
operation reports, to prescribe uni- 
form methods of cost accounting 
and to determine conditions on 
which coal may be shipped in in- 
terstate commerce. 


URGE PRESIDENTIAL POWER 

The commission further recom-

pe mn of mining operations the 
President shall be authorized to 
take over the production of the 
mines and distribution of coal and 
to determine prices, wages and 
compensation to land and mine 
owners. 

The commission includes in fits 
report a great masse of data in- 
tended for the use of the wage- 
scale committees of the anthracite 
operators and miners, which have 
begun sessions at Atlantic City in 
an effort to reach a new wage 
agreement to take the place of 
that expiring on August 31.

during the next fortnight In loca) 
waters. One thousand tons of al- 
bacore from the Point Loma banks 
are expected to be delivered to 
local canneries . 

Packers at the port declare that 
the present season's pack of the 
white-meat tune will be confined 
to not more than 6000 tons, due 
to the action of an independent 
Long Beach concern in boosting 
the price from $110 to $325 per 
ton. 

“This action automatically raises 
the price of raw fish to $8 per 
case.” sald one authority yester- 
day. “and it is absolutely impossi- 
ble to market the pack at ‘such a 
figure. cannery in the har- 
bor will be forced to suspend op- 
erations unless there is a break in 
the situation.”
